On 10/14/68 . Dr . ^ John HolloWy. Deputy Medical 
Examiner, Los Angeles County, California, telephonically 
contacted the Laboratory at the request of the Chief Medi- 
cal Examiner for Loa Angeles, Dr. Thomas T, Dr, 

Holloway stated that in a recent conference at the White 
House relative to this case, President Johnson expressed 
the desire to Dr. Noguchi to have a Federal laboratory 
conduct neutron activation analyses on certain items of 
evidence collected by the Los/Angeles , California, Police 
Department and bis office. 




Dr. Holloway was inquiring if the FBI Laboratory 
could examine by neutron activation analysis methods a speci- 
men bullet, foreign metallic deposits on a piece of bone and 
several biological specimens containing foreign metallic de- 
posits. The purpose of such examinations Is to show that 
the foreign metal deposits originated from a bullet of the 
same lot as used by assassin Sirhan Blshara Sirhan. 

It was explained to Dr. Holloway that It was doubtful 
that such conclusions could be reached from such analysis and 
that at best, it might be concluded that the foreign metal 
smears could have originated from a bullet of similar composi- 
tion. Our policy of not examining materials previously examined 
by other laboratories was also defined to Dr. Holloway. Dr. 
Holloway was not certain as to what examinations had been made 
but stated he would find out. 




Upon conclusion of the discussion. Dr. Holloway 
advised that be would contact Dr. Noguchi and subsequently 
make a formal written request setting forth the examinations 
desired and the extent and nature of prior analyses. Dr. 
Holloway was advised that upon receipt of such information, 
the Bureau could then determine whether or not we would con- 
sider making any analyses.

On the evening of Sunday June 2nd 1968 ray niece, 'husband and 
children from Illinois came to visit me on their vac&ion. 

On Monday the next day, June 3rd, they felt too tired from their 
trip to do much eight seeing around Atlanta, but suggested they 
would like to go th the airport in the evening to see the Jets 
coma in and take off}. a past time .enjoyed by many people. 

That evening of June 3rd when we talked into the main upper lobby 
of the airport building about 7 PM Atlanta time, we heard a loud 
voice coming over the airport loud speaker calling Cerr an o - 
Cerrano. It was repeated several times asking the party tocome to 
one of the ticket counters. My friend who lives with me looked at 
me and I at her both thinking what an odd name with both first and 
last names the same.

, Willard Hotel, Washington, D, C. This communication was 
allegedly signed by Sharif Bishara Sirhan and was postmarked 
Pasadena, California, October 22, 1968, The return address 
was given as Sharif B. Sirhan, 696 East Howard Street, 

Pasadena, California, and the envelope was addressed to Nixon.

On November 7* I960, Sharif Bishara Sirhan was con- 
tacted at his residence, 1659 North Lake Avenue, Pasadena, 
California, by two Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI), Los Angeles, California. Also present 
at thiB time was his brother, Saidalla^Jl^^^haj^jji^jhage^^^ 
with him this address, and 

a representative of the United States Sscre^oer^c^^gency^^^^ 
Los Angeles branch. 

Sirhan was advised by the FBI Agents that the inquiry 
related to the authorship of a two-page written document ad- 
dressed to President Elect Richard Nixon and Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey, bearing the signature Sharif B. Sirhan. Mr. 
Sirhan was then orally advised by the FBI Agents of his rights. 
He was then asked to read an Advice of Rights Form. Mr. Sirhan 
interrupted this to say, "Before I say anything, I want to aee 
the letter.” A copy of the above-mentioned letter was given 
to him to read. He read it slowly, line by line, his hands 
visibly shaking, although he- showed no other signs of emotion.

Mr. Sirhan then said, "I did not write this. It is 
not mlne. n He then Indicated he was certainly In agreement 
with some of the political statements contained in the letter 
and had himself expressed some of these ideas, but he would not

specify which of these points he was referring to. He stated 
he also disagreed with some of the points in the letter. 

Mr. Sirhan said he had no knowledge as to who the 
author of the letter could he. He said he did not dictate 
the letter to anyone or cause it to be written in his name. 

He denied that the signature at the end of the letter was his 
and added that the signature appearing on the letter was not a 
good copy or facsimile of his own. In this connection, he 
'said he sometimes signs himself Sharif B. Sirhan, sometimes 
Sharif Sirhan. 

Mr. Sirhan declined to furnish a signed statement 
attesting that the letter and signature were not his. He 
refused to furnish any samples of his signature, stating, 

"You have my signature and you have your experts. See to it 
yourself l” 



Mr. Sirhan said he did not have a typewriter in 
the flat but added that there was a typewriter in his mother's 
home in the room formerly occupied by his brother, Sirhan 8. 
Sirhan. He said he did not know what kind of typewriter this 
was and described it by dimensions as being a standard size 
typewriter. He indicated that he did not use it. 

Mr. Sirhan said he does not know about any such 
organization in the United States as "the Palestine Commandos" 
but was certain there were many of this type in his homeland. 

Mr. Sirhan said the lines drawn at the bottom of 
page two of the letter beneath the signature have no signifi- 
cance to him as Arabic or any other type of symbol and could 
not comment on them. 

Kr. Sirhan said "No" to the question as to whether 
he had any reason to believe the letter in question could have 
been written by another member of his family or anyone of his 
acquaintance. 

~ Mr. Sirhan turned to the contents of the letter and 
said the thoughts expressed in the letter could be the thoughts 
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of a majority of persona living in the United States. He then 
with some emotion bitterly described the manner in which he 
had been treated since the assassination of Senator Robert 
Kennedy. He spoke of people "staring at him everywhere he 
went”, of people coming to his home and asking him questions. 

He said, "They say my brother killed him. Why do they have to 
come to me with all their questions? I didn't kill him.” At 
this point Mr. Sirhan was reminded of the purpose of the inter- 
view and the reasons therefor, but he appeared upset and said 
he had nothing to add on this matter, and the Interview was 
terminated.

Last June when Senator Robert Kennedy was shot, I requested 
through our local FBI office that information be sent to you 
to the effect that it might be of importance to know whether 
Nr. Sirhan Sirhan was using one of the amphetamine drugs at 
the time of the incident. It was suggested that a urine sam- 
* pie be obtained for analysis of amphetamine content. 



As you are well aware, amphetamines have become increasingly* 
implicated in certain violent forms of behavior and especially 
in certain muTder cases. The association of amphetamine use 
with violence has been of special interest to a group of us 
here at Duke studying this problem. We have indications that 
certain of the other assassination attempts were by people 
whp were known users of amphi "amines; for instance, James Earl 
Ray apparently was a known user of methadrine. 




Because this .is such a vital -problem at present, we would appre- 
ciate any information that you could give us concerning either 
(1) the urinalysis if it was done and/or (2) information about 
a past history of having used amphetamines in Mr. Sirhan Sirhan’s 
case. Since there is a possibility that this information would 

not be available before tria l , I w ould appreciate . a_letter to 

this effect, if that is the case.
